“CITY OF ROGUE RIVER”, ALIAS “TAILHOLT” 
ALIAS “WOODVILLE”. Prior to the Civil War, Davis 
(Coyote) Evans built a ferry and two log cabins at the mouth 
of Evans Creek; early settlers avoided the Evans ferry by 
fording the river at a point upstream. When so doing they 
found it expedient to take a firm grip on the tails of their 
horses. This unique river crossing, descriptively designated 
“Tailholt”, was the label applied to local residents of that era. 


Stagecoaches carried the express and mail through the 
Rogue Valley, from 1852 until the completion of the railroad 
in 1887. A envelope mailed during that period, bore a wax 
seal embossed with the words; “Wells Fargo Express Co.— 
Rogue River, Oregon”. The post office was established in 
1874, the town officially proclaimed “Woodville”. Perhaps 
coincidently, aJohn Woods became the town’s postmaster. 
In 1912 the town incorporated, renaming itself Rogue River. 


The first runs of Steelhead arrive in this area the latter 
part of August. Steelhead are considered summer run fish 
noted for their voracious actions and spectacular fighting. 
The summer run continues through October, followed by 
the arrival of the winter Steelhead that continues through 
March. The usual peak of the summer run is in October and 
the winter run normally peaks in January. Great Fun! Try It! |

A Rooster Crow for 26 years? ?? 


Evidently, for The City of Rogue River has helda 
Rooster Crow Contest since 1953. It all started 
back in April of 1953, when a group of merchants 
calling themselves The Rogue River Booster Club 
met to consider a proposal submitted by Slate 
Combs, a fellow member sharing their desire to 
generate publicity and promotion for the town. 
Combs had read a story about the coal miners of 
Wales who had presented colorful rooster crowing 
contests during their holidays. 


Slate’s suggestion was adopted and funds set 
aside for a cash prize to the owner of the rooster 
that crowed the most within a 30 minute duration. 
On May 23, 1953, the first Rooster Crow was 
staged on the streets of the city, marking the start 
of the annual event that now draws thousands of 
people to this little valley town on the last Saturday 
in June, every year, for the last 26 years. 


First place winner of the first crowing event was 
“Hollerin’ Harry”. He crowed 71 times and won his 
owner $50. A second contest was held Sept. 5th 
that same year with the prize money of $100 going 
to “Beetlebaum” who managed 109 crows in the 
thirty minute period. “Beetlebaum’s” record still 
stands. No rooster has even come close since then. 
This year, perhaps, some game, cocky rooster will 


ow 


shatter beloved “Beetlebaum’s” magnificent record. 


Under the big shade trees, on the Elementary 
School grounds the stands for the rooster cages 
have been placed. Some of the cages are decorated 
with good luck charms, others with elaborate re- 
productions of southern mansions, or a south sea 
island hut in hopes of winning the prize money 
offered for the most unique cage entry. 

In 1959 a rooster named “Polar Router” was 
flown in from Hamburg, Germany. Not once did he 
crow! Not a sound even uttered! A gentle, kindly 
judge tried to console the poor distraught owner by 
remarking, that perhaps his rooster’s problem was 
because he could not crow a word of English!
